Much Work to be Done in Extending Water 


Mains and Building Sewers in 


City This FalL 


The council met in regular monthly 


meeting last Monday evening, with all 
members present and Mayor Hanna 
presiding. 
An ordinance establishing 


a grade and ordering sidewalks built 
on the east side of George street, be- 
tween Main street and Normal avenue, 
was read and adopted. 


Robt. Maine, city comptroller, pre- 


sented an estimate of the city's ex- 
penses for the ensuing year, which he 
placed at $50,900, while the revenues 
from licenses, etc., were placed at 
$18,050, leaving the sum of $32,850 to be 
raised by taxation. The estimate was 
referred to the committee on finance to 
report at the next meeting. The com- 
mittee on lighting recommennded that 
the arc light at the corner of Elk and 
Park streets be removed further north 
and an additional light be placed at the 
corner of Elk and Brawley streets. 
The report was adopted, all voting in 
favor except Aid. Langosky and Pole- 
bitski. 


The mayor, as a member of the com- 


mittee to whom was referred the mat- 
ter of a right of way for a side track 
for the Polish Brewing Co., recom- 
mended that the track be laid from the 
north side of Wisconsin street, thence 
south on the west side of Wood street 
to the brewery. The report was ac- 
cepted and the right of way granted. 
The mayor also recommended that a 
sewer be laid from St. Peter's paro- 
chial school to the Sisters' residence, 
one block north, and also that the un- 
finished sewer on Main street, covering 
two blocks, be put in at once. 
The 


estimated cost of this work was placed 
at $1,000, and the report was adopted. 
The mayor, comptroller and clerk were 
authorized to borrow necessary funds 
to do the sewer work and meet expenses 
until tax time. 
Aid. Pfiffner stated 


that the cutting down of Pine street, 
in front of St. Stephen's parochial 
school, would endanger the water pipes 
freezing during the coming winter, 
and it was decided to lower the pipes 
or put in new service at the expense 
of the city.

John Walkosh, Yoong Nam From Towv of

John Walkush, a son of Jos. Wal- 


kush of the town of Dewey, and a 
nephew of Aug. Walkush, chairman of 
the town of Hull, is a patient at Mercy 
hospital in this city. When out hunt- 
ing last Monday afternoon a shot gun 
that he carried in his hands was acci- 
dentally discharged, the charge enter- 
ing his right hip and passed up on his 
right side, drawing the muscles under 
the arm, and the wadding and other 
contents were taken out at the top of 
the shoulder. The hip was burned for 
several inches, so close was the muzzle 
of the gun to Walkush at the time the 
weapon was discharged. 
Some of the 


fine shot passed between or through the 
rib?, but no attempt will be made to 
remove them. 
After the 
accident 


young Walkush. who is about twenty 
years of age, walked to his home a 
half-mile distant, where the flow of 
blood was stopped by covering 
the 


wounds with cotton batting, and he 
was then placed in a carriage and 
brought to Mercy hospital, where he is 
now under the care of Dr. D. S. Rice. 


The wound in the shoulder is two or 


ihree inches long, while a strip from 
the hip to the shoulder was burned and 
cut by the powder and shot.

However, a 


day or two ago she again contracted 
bronchitis and because of her weakness 
was unable to fight against the third 
attack. For almost three weeks she 
had not spoken and during all of this 
time she was but slightly conscious. 


It is a telling stroke upon the whole 


family and particularly upon the fond 
mother who has so tenderly watched 
day and night at the bedside of the 
sweet little girl. Hope of recovery is 
always uppermost in the minds of 
parents during such a trying period and 
when the last comes the shadow of 
death is the most horrible scene that 
can be enacted upon the human stage. 
The child is happy although the parents 
are sorrowful and while the hand of 
death presses severely upon the home, 
yet the hope of the beloved freed from 
the struggles of a wicked world and in 
the company of angelic souls soothes to 
a degree the sorrows and heartaches 
of the fond parents.

Slight Change in Passenger Schedule on 


Central in Effect Last Sunday— 


The Portage Branch Difficulty. 


In 
addition to 
the 
undesirable 


changes in time on the Portage branch 
of the Wisconsin Central, which went 
into effect last Monday morning, there 
are also some slight changes in a few 
of the passenger trains on the main 
line. 
Passenger train No. 1, north 


bound, will hereafter leave Steven 
Point at 5:43 a. m., instead of 5:47, 
and No. 11, also north bound, will leave 
at 12:28 p. m., instead of 12:15. 
The 


south bound noon train, or No. 12, will 
leave at 1:18 p. m., instead of 1:13. 
The south bound Portage passenger 
train now leaves at 6:30 a. m. and 
arrives at 8 p. m. Both the north and 
south bound freight trains have passen- 
ger accommodations, the train for the 
south leaving here at 8 o'clock in the 
piorning, while the train from the south 
is scheduled to arrive here at 9:55 a. 
m., when on time. 


The passenger service on the Portage 


branch, which has never been entirley 
satisfactory to Stevens Point and other 
stations north of Westfield and Coloma, 
if indeed it was to points further south, 
is now in a more deplorable condition 
than ever, due, it is believed, to no 
intended fault on the part of the Cen- 
tral company, but largely on account of 
a lack of knowledge on the^part of the 
railway commission. The latter body 
is composed of gentlemen who have no 
desire to favor one locality to the det- 
riment of another, and when matters 
are presented to them in a true light, 
as they will be within a very few days, 
it is believed that there will be another 
change in time on the Portage-Stevens 
Point branch of the Central. 


After the fact had been announced 
last week that trains on the road would 
run as above scheduled, telegrams were 
sent to the railroad commission asking 
that the change in time be not put into 
effect until after the citizens of Stevens 
Point could have the opportunity of a 
hearing. A reply, however, was im- 
mediately received saying that it was 
then too late to withdraw their deci- 
sion, and C. D. McFarland, who was 
at Madison, called upon the president 
of the commission, with whom he is 
personally and intimately acquainted, 
and after stating the facts in the case, 
setting forth the unsatisfactory service 
that it would give the public, was in- 
formed that the commission would be 
ready to take the matter up again as 
soon as a new complaint should be 
drawn up and presented in due form. 
When the time for the hearing is set, 
tbe people of Stevens Point, Plainfield, 
Hancock and all other points along the 
"~ tage line, as- well as on - the- main 
line of the road, north and south, who 
wish to appear, can be heard. As said 
before, the commission wish to be faL. 
and just and will act for the best inter- 
ests of all. 


The editor of the Montello Express 


seems to have had a dream, and says 
that The Gazette has not been consis- 
tent in its protests relative to the pass- 
enger service on the Portage branch of 
the Central. The time table in effect 
for some weeks previous to last Mon- 
day was not satisfactory from any 
standpoint, it is true, but the people 
here were slow in making a protest, 
hoping for something better, instead 
of anything worse. The new schedule, 
however, is so bad that it would be 
difficult to imagine anything more un- 
accommodating, the service being little 
better than nothing, scarcely equal to 
the old stage coach mode of travel that 
the pioneers were satisfied with pre- 
vious to the fall of '71, because there 
were no railroads then. 
If a person 


comes to Stevens Point on business at 
the present time, he arrives at 8 o'clock 
in the evening, after banking and office 
hours, and when our stores are closed, 
and he cannot leave until the morning 
of the second day, as the passenger 
train departs at 6:30 and the freight at 
8 o'clock in the morning, before bank- 
ing or office hours. Could anything be 
worse? When tbe passenger from the 
south arrived at 8:30 in the evening 
and left at 10:05 the next forenoon, the 
average person would say that that 
kind of service was poor enough, yet 
it could be called "service," and the 
kicks were fewer and the protests less 
noisy. What the people along the line 
are entitled to is reasonable means of 
getting from one place to another by 
railroad, making connections for other 
points, etc., and the Central officials 
will no doubt see that they get it in 
due time.

OXEN AGAIN IN THE WOODS 


High Price of Horses and Grain a factor 


to Return to Old Methods In 


Logging Operations. 


The ox is again to be a factor in the 


loKj-rniK operations of northern Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan. 
For over fifteen 


years the slow but hard-working beast 
has been shoved aside by the horse and 
there are at pn Kent no cattle being 
used in the woods where a score of 
years ago they were generally used in 
logging. 


No less authority than Senator Isaac 


Stephenson believes the 
lumbermen 


made a mistake when they made the 
horses take the place entirely of the 
yoked oxen. Acting on that belief the 
N. Ludington company and the 
I. 


fitephenson 
company, of which Mr. 


Stephenson is the executive he?d, are 
making arrangements to put to work a 
large number of oxen in the woods this 
winter. 


The high price of horses and grain is 


he chief factor that has brought about 
,his notable return to the old method 
tf logging. 
Oxen cost about $100 a 


jair, while a good team of horses cost 
rom 8450 to $600. The cattle consume 
ess grain and are for that reason not 
so costly to keep. 
But aside from 


these reasons, which have directly led 
,o the return to old style logging, it is 
believed that in the rougher work of 
the camp they are more desirable. 
They will be used this winter in skid- 
ding and in hauling out of swamps by 
;he above named companies. 


The State Veterinarian. 


The Wisconsin Live Stock Sanitary 


Board is organized to protect the health 
of the life stock of this state, and this 
work is done through its 
executive 


officer, the State Veterinarian. 
In 


order to obtain the services and atten- 
tion of the State Veterinarian it is 
necessary that stock owners call in a 
veterinarian to examine their stock 
when ailing, and if there be found 
among them a disease of an infectious 
or contagious nature, such as tuber- 
culosis, glanders, anthrax, black leg, 
laemorrhagic septicaemia, hog cholera, 
swine plague, rinderpest, foot 
and 


mouth disease, 
pleura 
pneumonia, 


actinomycosis or rabies, the owner or 
attendant of such stock should report 
same to the health officer of the town, 
village or city in which the stock is 
kept. It is then the duty of the health 
officer to make a full report of the case 
in writing to the state veterinarian. 


All such notices must come through 


the health officer of the town, village 
or city in which the stock is kept, in 
order to receive attention.

DEMOCRATIC 


President Van Hise Takes Stand for Main- 


tainance of Fraternal Democracy 


at Wisconsin University. 


"It can certainly be predicted that 


twenty-five years hence a larger per 
centage of those students who are now 
waiting on table and tending furnaces 
in order to obtain a college education, 
will occupy positions of dignity and 
trust than those who consider them- 
selves the aristocracy of the univer- 
sity," said President Charles R. Van 
Hise of the University of Wisconsin in 
addressing the underclassmen at 'the 
firts convocation of the year last Friday 
noon. "The efforts necessary to gain 
a livlihood while pursuing a college 
course develops the energy and re- 
sourcefulness essential to success in 
life. While the more fortunate financi- 
ally are the more conspicuous, the less 
conspicuous nine-tenths of the students 
are the real university, for they are 
the ones who are steadily doing their 
assigned tasks, and are preparing 
themselves for useful careers. Be not 
mistaken on this point. The man for 
you to emulate is not the man who is a 
leader in social affairs, but the man 
who is a leader in his class work, in the 
debating society, in the various student 
enterprises which advance the interests 
of the university as a whole. 


"The university authorities recognize 


no difference between the student who 
is earning his own livlihood and the one 
who comes here with ample funds. 
It 


is rny hope, however, that fraternal 
democracy may be maintained through- 
out the university. At this time there- 
fore I wish to appeal to the older stu- 
dents and to those who are in better 
circumstances to do everything possible 
to make easier the struggle of the less 
fortunate. If you will utilize this op- 
portunity by becoming acquainted with 
those who do not have friends, who do 
not have money; if you assist in mak- 
ing the lives of others pleasant, you 
will be performing a great service to 
the university and to the state. The 
line of cleavage which sometimes ap- 
pears between the more fortunate and 
the less fortunate will disappear, and 
the feelings between the 
different 


groups will not be those of enemies on 
the one side and semi-contempt on the 
other, but rather mutual 
respect. 
These efforts toward maintaining fra- 
ternal relations will go far 
toward 


developing those qualities of leadership 
essential for the highest success."

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LARGE NUMBER OF INSANE 


Over One Hundred From This County Cared 


for at Different State and County 


Institutions. 


A total of 120 patients from Portage 


county were confined in the various in- 
sane asylums of the state during the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1907. 
Of 


this number 42 were in the Northern 
asylum at Oshkosh and 78 in the county 
asylums, but as several were trans- 
ferrred during the year as incurables 
from the former institution to the 
others, the total is that much less than 
120, their names appearing twice on 
the list as presented. 
For the board 


of these patients the county pays .$1.50 
per week and the state a like amount, 
and the county also pays for the neces- 
sary clothing, except where the board 
and maintainance is paid for by rela- 
tives of the unfortunates. The report 
of the board of control, received by 
County Clerk Bourn last week, shows 
that the total amount this county must 
pay for the support of its insane is 
$8,394.10, of which $7,566.66 is for 
board and $827.44 for clothing. 
The 


number in the county asylums during 
thp year was as follows: 
Outagamie, 


4; Marathon, 14; Waupaca, 20; Wau- 
kesha, Washington, 
Sheboygan 
and 


Winnebago counties, 2 each; Trem- 
pealeau, 18; St. Croix, 3; Fond du Lac, 
4; Dunn, 5. 
In the Industrial school at Waukesha 


there were seven boys 
from 
this 


county, but only one remained during 
the entire year, and the total charge 
for maintenance was $126.11.

I have known of 
only one person outside of the tea pro- 
ducing countries who supplies the 
trade of tho general public with speci- 
mens of the rare teas. 
His prices 


range from $75 to $100 a pound. 


"As not even an expert can safely 


judge such tea by its appearance alone, 
it is necessary to taste it in the cup be- 
fore purchasing. The vender can hard- 
ly afford to dispense this $100 tea gra- 
tuitously, so a charge of $1 to .$1.50 a 
cup is made, and as a judiciously pre- 
pared infusion allows the making of 
about 200 cups from a pound of tea 
the profit from this tasting is almost 
gigantic. On rare occasions exception- 
ally valuable teas sold at auction in 
London have brought from $225 to 
$275 a pound. 


"But these fancy teas—almost lit- 


erally worth their weight in gold—are 
rarely seen by ordinary people. They 
are preserved in sealed glass jars in 
the safes of the tea specialists who 
own them. Such exceptional teas are 
worth the high valuation placed upon 
them."—Chicago News.

Perhaps some reader of Uii* pap«r 


would like to engage iu the growing 
of sugar beetg. Tbe flrat thing to du 
IB, of course, to arrange for a market. 
Th« market Is tbe sugar factory. Any- 
one with rriuney to the amount of half 
a million to two million dollars can 
build and equip a sugar factory. 
When this is done It in time to put in 
the beet crop. 


But the builders of beet sugar fac- 


tories are not. so accommodating a« 
one would sometimes like to have 
them. They have their own notions 
about the location of a factory and are 
most apt to listen to the dulcet voice 
of some ambitious community in a 
•well irrigated part of tbecountry. In 
the region north of Denver, Colorado, 
the factories are so numerous as to 
be only 15 miles apart 


The growth of the beet sugar indus- 


try is almost without parallel m the 
industrial history of the 
country. 


From 1902 to 1006 the beet sugar pro- 
duction in the United States increased 
from 194,403 tons to -1^,010 tons, while 
there was a falling off in cane sugar 
production In Louisiana and Texas. 
The market for sugar ia world wide, 
tbe prices good and the room for 
growth abundant. Several additional 
factories are at this moment under 
consideration in Colorado which now 
leads all the states in this industry. 
Of the sixty-three factories in opera- 
tion in the United States in 1906, fif- 
teen were in Colorado. 


In Boulder county, near Denver, in 


190G 71,800 tons of beets were grown 
averaging 15 to 17 tons to the acre. 
The ' oral cost of growing an acre of 
sugar beets is itemized as follows by 
an authority on that subject, Mr. F. 
D. Coburn: Plowing, $1.00; seed. 20 
pounds, $2.00; planting, 30 cents; 
bunching and thinning, $6-00: hoeing 
and cultivating, $10.00; harvesting and 
topping. $8.50; Interest on land, irri- 
gation, hauling and general charge, 
$9.50; total, $37.50. The net profit on 
17 tons to the acre at $5 a ton is 
therefore, 
$47.50. One grower 
re- 


ported a net profit of $35.50 an acre 
ID 1906. The ueet pulp after the sugar 
is extracted has a high value as feed 
for stock. With such success it doea 
not take long to pay for the best 
lands. 


One reason for the success with 


sugar beets in Colorado is the avail- 
able supply of reservoir water for late 
Irrigation. In many regions there are 
no reservoirs, the land being irrigated 
directly from the streams which af- 
ford but a scant supply as the season 
advances. 
Lack of water in July 


and August causes the early maturity 
of crops and a great loss in tonnage 
as 
well as 
in value. Prospective 


profits disappear with the withering of 
the crop which must surely result uu- 
less the water supply is adequate. 
Colorado has spent millions of dollars 
on reservoirs to impound the flood- 
waters of spring and early summer 
and is spending millions more which 
will insure the continued success of 
growing susrar beets and ft great va- 
riety of other crops which require 
Irrigation. 


The largest of the reservoir sys- 


tems is that which is now in the mak- 
ing just 
north 
of 
Denver. 
The 


system will be one of the most perfect 
in tbe world and the land ultimately 
will become the most valuable. Water 
rights for ten acres which now sell 
for S400 will gradually increase so a» 
to be worth several times that price. 


An advantage in sugar beet culture 


Is that the crop may be made one of 
several crops desirable In diversified 
agriculture. 
It is wise to adopt a 


method of crop rotation, such as will 
require about the same amount of labor 
on the farm each y«ar. 
The most 


•ucceseful 
growers are tbos* who 


maintain tbe fertility of their land* by 
the well known and well tried methodn 
of crop rotation. The new lands, such 
as are now being opened under the ex- 
tension of Irrigation near Denver, stlli 
retain their original wealth of plant 
foods find will not show exhaustion 
until they have borne many crops. 
Sucb lands will pay for themselves 
several times over before giving warn- 
ing of their waning: strength by tbeir 
rtduoed yield*. 


With such a liberal margin of profit 


for the grower and the manufacture, 
as Ix-et culture and sugar making nc-w 
afford, the beet sugar Industry Is de- 
stined to grow and expand for y««r« 
to come. The growing of b*«ts has he- 
come one pf the permanent industri'** 
of the farm in irrijrated regions, while 
toe farmer always has the alternative 
of civinc his land over to some other 
profitsl'lf < rop wh"n it appears advis- 
able to <1o so.

SOME WHO HAVE CHANCE FOR 


THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Thus Far Only One Man, John Quincy 


Adams, Has Succeeded in Pol- 


lowing His Father Into Ex- 


ecutive Chair. 


Washington.—Sons of former presi- 


dents of the United States are not to 
be discounted as factors in public af- 
fairs. 


The boys of President Roosevelt and 


President Cleveland are still too young 
to be reckoned with, and McKinley 
had none, but those we'aring the name 
of Lincoln, Grant and 
Garfield 
are 


holding prominent places 
in public 


life, and it is by no means an impossi- 
bility that one of them may yet go to 
the White House. 


There is a precedent. John Quincy 


Adams made a greater president than 
his distinguished father, John Adams. 
Harrison, father and son, did not suc- 
ceed each other, but Benjamin Harri- 
son was grandson of William Henry 
Harrison, so that it will be seen that 
relationship is by no means a bar to a 
man's ambitions. 


The case of the Grants at once sug- 


gests itself. There are two of them 
now holding high places in public es- 
teem, and one of them, Frederick Dent 
Grant, has followed the calling" of his 
father, and is a soldier. 
The other, 


Jesse Grant, who has spent most of 
his years in California, was not quite 
so 'well known until recently a number 
of boomers suggested him as availa- 
ble material for the Democratic nom- 
ination to the presidency. 


Then folks began to sit up and take 


notice and ask questions about Jesse 
Grant. 


They found out that Jesse was the 


third son of Lee's conqueror, that, hav- 
ing retired from business, in which he 
acquired liberally of wealth, he is now 
settled down in New York. 


Perhaps the strongest plank in Mr. 


Grant's platform is opposition to Mr. 
Roosevelt. He does not believe in the 
policies inaugurated by the strenuous 
maid from Sagamore Hill. 
He • does 


not think that a trust is necessarily 
pernicious, he favors a restriction of 
immigration, and he deplores the elab- 
orate ceremonials that are now deem- 
ed essential to White House hospi- 
tality. 


His career has been of the kind that 


invites expectation. 
He was a boy 


around the -White House, he went to 
school at Hentor, studied law graduat- 
ed, made himself an honorable rec- 
ord in the Ohio senate, and then came 
to Washington.

Unscrupulous Dealers In Large Cities 


the Medium for Disposing of 


Such Goods—Purchase 


at Home. 


For years one of the matters which 


has received the careful attention of 
the department of agriculture is food 
adulteration. 
Who has not heard of 


the old libel on the state of Connecti- 
cut—the wooden nutmeg, but there 
are worse things than wooden nut- 
megs. 
Unprincipled 
manufacturers 


and dealers for many years have re- 
sorted to adulteration of foodstuffs to 
increase profits. 
In the matter 
of 


spices, only a short time since the 
foo.l commission of one of the states 
discovered among 50 samples analyzed 
more than 30 that were adulterated. 
In pepper, stems and 
barks 
were 


ground, in every class 
of ground 


spice foreign substances were added 
to give weight, and in numerous cases, 
particularly flavoring extracts, the ar- 
ticles supposed to be made from pure 
fruits, were found to be synthetical, 
or 
entirely 
artificial, 
preparations 


from coal tar. 


These goods were prepared by con- 


cerns that have no regular trade, but 
depend upon agents to sell goods for 
them to whoever they can. It is rare- 
ly that a reliable wholesale grocery 
hous>e sells such goods, as retailers 
will not knowingly 
keep them 
in 


stock, as they cannot be legally sold, 
and some officer of the food depart- 
ment of the state is likely to drop into 
the store at any time, confiscate the 
goods, and impose a heavy fine on the 
dealer* 


A short time ago health officers 
in 


Philadelphia found a number of Ital- 
ians in a cellar putting oil in bottles. 
and labeling the same with a foreign- 
looking label. 
An analysis of the oil 


proved it to be mainly a poor quality 
of cotton-seed oil, and 
the 
lowest 


grade of olive. 
Hundreds of cases 


of the stuff were traced to a city in 
the middle west, where it was dis- 
posed of under contract to houses who 
sell direct 
to 
consumers 
through 


agents and by mail. 
Not alone are 


spices, extracts, olive oil and sim- 
ilar foodstuffs adulterated this way, 
but the fraud extends still 
further. 


Cheap kinds of fish, such as hake, cat- 
fish, etc.. are prepared and placed on 
the market as genuine codfish. Toma- 
to catsups are made of a good quality 
of pumpkin and given the right color 
by dye stuffs, and flavored by the 
use of coal tar extracts. Hundreds of 
other articles are "doctored" the same 
way. 
It is rarely that such artificial 


goods find their way into the hands 
of, regular grocers throughout 
the 


country, but are disposed of by con- 
cerns who depend upon doing busi- 
ness at points distant from their loca- 
tion, and who seek protection in the 
interstate commerce law, and 
who 


seek to dispose of their goods directly 
to the consumers, as no federal or 
state officer is likely to call at a pri- 
vate house and make an analysis of 
foods used. 


It seems that neither the national 


or state laws can be so closely ap- 
plied as to prevent this evil. 
If the 


masses of people would study into this 
question the buying of foods 
from 


others than local dealers, who are 
known to be honest, would be the re- 
sult, and the daily reports of people 
being mysteriously poisoned by eating 
some article of food would not be so 
numerous. 


Trust "Graft." 


One of the practices of the trusts in 


the marketing of their products, is 
the prize schemes. In order to induce 
the consumers to use their various 
brands of goods, attractive offers are 
made to exchange different articles 
for certificates and coupons. 
But it 


is always intended that the consum- 
ers "pay the 
freight." 
Generally 


where premiums are 
offered with 


goods, the packages are 
short 
in 


weight, or a few cents more charged 
than goods of like kind sell for. Thus 
it can be seen how the premiums 
given are paid for by the consumer, 
and he pays a high price for the 
prizes he draws. 
Goods that 
are 


given 
away 
with 
purchases 
cost 


money. Their cost does not come out 
of the pockets of the manufacturers, 
but out of the purses of the people 
who use the goods. 
If one desires to 


buy sugar, ho does not care to pay 
for the scoop or shovel. 
He wants 


sugar, and at the lowest price con- 
sistent 
He knows that if he takes 


the scoop or the shovel som*» one 
pays the bill. 
Various systems of 


premium giving have been 
devised. 


Some call for a certain number of 
coupons of some son, and so much 
cash, or some article just for the 
coupons alone. 
Where cash 
is re- 


quired alone with coupons there is 
apparently an additional profit in the 
d^al aside from that made on 
the 


pc~*« with v-hioh coupons are given. 
It is well to buy goods on their merits 
alone. 
Buy what you want and at 


the right price, and you will be ahead 
of the premium plan.

will be sent on approval for one dol- 
lar." 
It means that you will have 


something on your hands, and a good

plants, all growing under

enor- 


mous weight of 
fruit. 
One 
single 


stock 
picked yesterday 
contained 


eighteen tomatoes and weighed four 
pounds. 
This extraordinary example 


of, marvelous growth, together with 
some of the potatoes were sent to the 
Free Press office. 


The proprietor was the first in 


town with several^ specimens, includ- 
ing green corn. T'he season has been 
favorable for onions, and one square 
patch of nearly an acre is looking re- 
markably healthy. 
In addition there 


are good crops of cabbages, cauliflow- 
er, turnips, parsnips, carrots, pump- 
kins, marrows, cucumbers, celery, peas, 
lettuce, rhubarb, etc. 
The floral de- 


partment has not been neglected and 
a charming display of all the well 
known blooms were shown, including 
a specially choice lot of asters. 


Mr. Knowles, who gained most of 


his gardening experience in England, 
is loud in his praise of Manitoba soil 
for vegetable raising, and is gratified 
with the result of his first attempt at 
extensive horticulture.

produced without the help of women. 
That is, these 
breeds have 
been 


brought to their high state of perfec- 
tion because the people that 
have 


had the care of them for centuries 
have been mostly women. The cows 
of the Channel Islands and the cows 
of Holland have been under the super- 
vision of women for so long a time 
that "the memory of man runneth not 
to the contrary." 


Imagine, 
says 
Farmers' 
Review, 


some of our western cowboys trying 
to develop a breed of dairy cows. Any 
dairv breed they might evolve would 


ter months, when the animal has nat- 
urally a good appetite and is well ac- 
customed to dry food. 
Keep the cows 


out oi' doors as much as possible, that 
is, stable only when necessary. 
If 


the general custom is to stable nights, 
see to it that the windows and doors 
are left open, for the season is gen- 
erally mild during the late fall 
and 


early winter and animals will suffer 
more from close confinement than too 
much ventilation. 
Remember that a 


cow requires as much fresh air as 
ten people. 
Then if you are stabling 


20 cows in a barn, consider what 200 
people could stand in the way of con- 
finement. 
Tuberculosis would be un- 


known if this were duly considered 
and made allowance for. 


Several years ago we made a little 


test to ascertain the effect of stabling 
as compared with allowing the animal 
access to the open yard with sheds ad- 
joining. The test was carried on dur- 
ing November, when the nights were 
cold and frosty. 
We found in this 


short test that in 
every 
instance 


where the cows were compelled to 
have the ability to run a four-minute 
gait and to scale fences with little 
trouble. The cow naturally partakes 
something of the nature of the one quUe surprjged abOut this 
that has charge of her. Kindness has 
made the Dutch cow and the Jersey 
cow kind. 
Harshness 
would have 


made them into animals 
that 
few 


could milk. Gentleness 
has 
made 


them of a quiet disposition, inclined 
to chew the cud in contentment, in a 
feeling of perfect security. This con- 
tentment has made the work of the 
mammary glands easy, and great capa- 
cities for the production of milk and 
cream have been evolved. 


The United States is little likely to 


have

distinctive 
breed of dairy 


cows. 
In 
the main, our cows here 


are in the care of men, especially in 
the larger dairy establishments. On 
the farms where women milk that is 
the only part they have in dairying. 
Men have most of the care of the ani- 
mals. 


The dairy woman is best adapted 


to take care of the dairy cow. 
If 


more women take up dairying as an 
occupation it will be a good thing for 
the dairy interests. They appreciate 
the value of the fine points in dairy- 
ing, and the fine points are what reg- 
ulate the value of the dairy output
